BERLIN, Sept. 
14.— (Via Wire­ 
less to Sayville, L. I., to the United 
Press.)—German Crown Prince cap­ 
tured 
enemy’s 
fortified 
position 
southwest Verdun and is now bom­ 
barding with heavy artillery the out­ 
er forts lying to the south. 
A battle is going on between Paris 
and the River Marne on front of 125 
kilometers stretching from Nanteuil 
on the west, where the English are, 
to Vitry on the east. 
The crown princes array is sep­ 
arated from the main bathe by the 
forest of Argonne. 
The army of the 
crown prim e of Havana and General 
Yon Heenngen are in formal battle 
line near the upper Moselle. 
Ambassador Gerard gave out an 
interview to the press denying per­ 
sistent reports that the United States 
uas preparing to join allies; that Mn 
Whitlock had 
attached 
mayor of 
Brussels to his legation; that Ameri­ 
can flag had been missed at Ghent 
and that Tuckerton incident was un­ 
friendly discrimination against Ger­ 
many; and that he is advising Ameri­ 
cans to hurry away because United 
States going to mix in war. 
General Hinderberg defeated the 
Russians and crossed the Russian 
frontier and ’till now made 10,000 
prisoners, eighty guns, many machine 
guns and aeroplanes.

" W h y s” of European W a r Moves 
Explained By Military Expert

NEW YORK. Sept. l l . — l l a. rn.— 
American cavalry tactics may prove 
the final undoing 
of • Germany's 
shattered right wing. 
That an at­ 
tempt is being made to encircle the 
German right from the west is ap­ 
parent from both the strategic posi­ 
tions of the opposing forces and from 
the hurried retreat eastward of the 
German troops at Amiens, a point 
isolated from the main scene of op­ 
erations. 
This turning 
movement, 
which depends largely upon cavalry 
maneuvers, is undoubtedly under the 
direction of the British forces, whose 
position is at the west of the allied 
armies. 
The 
British 
commander. 
General French, made his reputation 
in the South African war as a cav­ 
alry leader and he is a close student 
of American cavalry tactics. British 
military authorities 
believed 
that 
toward the end of our civil war. both 
confederate 
and 
federal 
cavalry 
reached the highest point of develop­ 
ment that arm of the service has ever 
known. 
The line of the retreating Germans 
continues to hold as intact as the 
line of the allies during the back­ 
ward rush to Paris. The German bat­ 
tle front is shaped like a gigantic 
" P ’* drawn on an incline to the left. 
The arm runs from beyond Soissons 
about 160 miles southeast, and the 
howl, w’hich is forty miles across, 
swings upward thirty miles through 
the Argonne forest and hooks around 
the entrenched camp at Verdun. 
If the German line at the base of 


the *‘P'* tan he pierced, while Gen­ 
eral French gets round the top of 
the figure, the German forces may fie 
unahle to escape a huge 
disaster. 
They will be separated and the east­ 
ern army can be driven hack against 
the French fortified line south of 
Verdun, while the western army will 
have to rush hack toward Belgium 
and Luxemherg, with slim chance of 
saving its line of communications. 
The Gentian retreat has not be­ 
come a rout, hut it differs in two im­ 
portant respects from conditions that 
contributed to the orderliness of the 
recent retirement of the allies. First, 
the allies had the great fortress of 
Paris, not far in the rear, as a back­ 
stop and rallying point, while the 
Germans are without any such near­ 
by base; second, all roads, of the rail­ 
ways and bridges, were in such per­ 
fect condition behind the allies to as­ 
sist their retirement, whereas the 
routes over which the Germans must 
now move have been partly destroy­ 
ed. 
Russia's reports of her Galician 
victories do not mention any gain in 
territorial 
advance 
corresponding 
to the enormous losses the Austrians 
have suffered. 
The area of opera­ 
tions is still in the Lemberg district, 
where it began. The answer to this 
puzzle may he that successes in Rus­ 
sian Poland, where German opposi­ 
tion is being met. are not so decisive 
as in Galicia. 
A 
Galician advance 
westward, therefore, may be waiting 
more favorable conditions 
in 
the 
north to avoid a flanking movement 
from that direction.

Times Says Only Dispersal 
of German Fleet Will 
Be Acceptable to 
English 


LONDON, Sept. 14.— Until Prus­ 
sian militarism is crushed for all 
time, both on land and sea, England 
will refuse even to consider propo­ 
sitions of peace. 
That was the em­ 
phatic position taken in London to­ 
day. 
British officials are admittedly 
amazed by suggestions that the Unit­ 
ed States wants to propose a com­ 
promise for the immediate ending of 
the war. 
It is felt that the position 
of the allies must be greatly mis­ 
understood if it is believed that any 
peace proposal would be received at 
this time. 
Were the war ended today, even 
though Belgium were 
indemnified 
and France received hack 
Alsace- 
Lorraine, the great German 
fleet 
w'ould remain as a menace to the 
peace of Europe. 
England is de­ 
termined 
that 
this 
shall 
be the 
last war. 
Its officials, from 
the 
king down, insist that the real cause 
of the war was the German dream of 
world power. 
A compromise now, it 
is claimed, would mean that at a 
later date Germany would renew the 
attempt and this time 
the 
allies 
might not fie able to present their 
unbroken front. 
So it is the inten­ 
tion of England to fight on until 
Germany is forced to consent to a 
peace that will make her a party for 
all time to treaties she will he com­ 
pelled to respect. 
The Times today, commenting on 
th** outlook, declares only peace con­ 
cluded in Berlin and the dispersal 
of the German fleet will he accept­ 
able to the British people. 
The agreement between the allies 
that peace would only he concluded 
bv an agreement satisfactory to all. 
ended for all time, officials say, the 
possibility that Germany might 
he 
able to make individual terms which 
would permit her to retain her pres­ 
ent status. 
It is admitted peace may be has­ 
tened by the defeat of the Germans 
in France, and by the crushing of 
the Austrians by the Russians. 
The losses to the Fatherland have 
been so enormous there is real dan­ 
ger of a popular uprising which may 
change the present German system 
of government. 
The Germans as a 
people seldom forgive mistakes, and 
they are certain to 
consider 
as a 
criminal 
mistake the inauguration 
of war that ranged almost the entire 
world against the German govern­ 
ment. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 
14.— Declar­ 
ing that the Austrian opposition in 
Galicia has received a death-blow\ 
the Russian general staff, in a state­ 
ment issued today, frankly admits 
that a retreat was ordered in East 
Prussia on September IO. The state­ 
ment regarding the operations 
on 
German territory says: 
L eave P osition s 
"On 
September 
tenth 
our 
air 
scouts reported the coming of an ov­ 
erwhelming German 
army, heavily 
equipped with artillery, 
who were 
preparing to attack the main body 
of Russian troops then holding the 
country under the command of Gen. 
Rennenkampf. 
Our position was not 
strategically strong and orders were 
given to withdraw to positions previ­ 
ously selected. 
These are now being 
held and fighting is in progress. The 
Russian left wing was attacked by 
an overwhelming force and was forc­ 
ed to give way, but new positions 
have now been taken and the Ger­ 
man advance is checked everywhere. 
"The Austrian military strength 
is completely crushed. 
They are re­ 
treating in the utmost disorder ev­ 
erywhere. 
Russian cavalry is pur­ 
suing them and harassing them while 
the Russian artillery has been post­ 
ed at certain points to cut off the 
retreat. 
So precipitate is the Aus­ 
trian flight that they are abandon­ 
ing everything. The roads are strewn 
with rifles and personal equipment 
thrown away by fleeing 
Austrians. 
Artillery has been mired everywhere 
and the fact that traces were cut and 
not unfastened shows that the ene­ 
my is completely panic stricken. 
"We are everywhere following up 
our advantage. 
Urush A ustrians 
The entire strength of the Rus­ 
sian first line troops was in action 
today, rounding 
up the completely 
crushed Austrian army which is en­ 
deavoring to rally under the shadow 
of the fortress of 
Przemysl, 
and 
along the San river to a point north 
of Jaroslav. 
It was officially stated here that 
of the 590,000 Austrians who com­ 
prise the Austrian first line of troops, 
200,000 are already 
prisoners of 
war. 
The entire army of Gen. Dankl 
has been dispersed and the 
main 
armies of Gen. Moritz Von Auffen- 
berg and Archduke Francis Freder­ 
ick, which have been heavily rein­ 
forced from German sources, 
have 
suffered greatly. 
U nder the immediate direction of 
Grand Duke Nicholas the assault is 
being kept up. 
Strong Russian col­ 
umns are being sent down the ter­ 
ritory between the San and the Vis­ 
tula rivers from the north to 
at­ 
tack the Austrians on the flank and 
block 
further 
German 
reinforce­ 
ments. 
At the same time, the cen­ 
ter army commanded by Gen. Rousz- 
ky is driving the main Austrian forc­ 
es from the vicinity of Grodek. 
Austrian in Desjierate Ease 
The entire Austrian landsturm has 
already been called 
to the colors. 
With the Servians sweeping north, 
a 
combined 
Servian-Montenegrin 
army invading Bosnia and Herzego­ 
vina 
and 
the 
effective 
fighting 
strength of the active army sent in­ 
to Galicia and Russian Poland 
al­ 
ready reduced at least one-half 
in 
killed, wounded and prisoners; with 
more than half of the entire Aus­ 
trian field artillery already captured 
or destroyed, officials of the general 
staff here declares that the Austrian 
situation is desperate. 
They say the 
emperor will either have to sue tor 
peace regardless of promises to Ger­ 
many or face a revolution that will 
tear him from the throne. 


R E F U SE D M EAL— KILLS

Evacuate 
France 
Slowly 
with Rear Guard ^Con­ 
testing Every Foot 
of the Way 
** 


PARIS, Sept. 14.— With right, left 
and center giving back before the 
advance of the allies, the Germans 
in France today are retreating all 
along the line. 
The retreat was im­ 
perative because of the French suc­ 
cess in driving the German 
right 
wing, a movement which began on 
Saturday, and has so far progressed 
that the German right is now' north­ 
west of Rheims. 
The retreat 
was 
hastened by the defeat of a German 
army corps w hich was operating east 
of Vitry Le Francois. 
Retreat Slows Up 
Having saved the bulk of its ar­ 
my by a retreat that at certain por­ 
tions bordered on a rout the Ger­ 
man general staff is now' trying 
to 
reorganize for a defensive stand so 
that another offensive weapon can be 
whipped into shape. 
All information received here to­ 
day is that the German flight is rap­ 
idly slackening speed. 
It is plain 
they are evacuating all of the north­ 
west of France and Belgium, prepar­ 
ing to resume the aggressive should 
the allies show' evidence that their 
own rapid movements have handi­ 
capped them, or for a defense of the 
German empire itself. 
W ar Not Over 
Paris is not deluded with a belief 
that, because of the great victory of 
the battle of the Marne, the war is 
over. 
German soil is still intact 
and it is accepted that there can 
hardly be a lasting peace that is not 
signed in Berlin. 
But a feeling that 
the kaiser’s war machine was com­ 
posed of super-men has been remov­ 
ed. 
The French have found th a t 
they can beat the Germans. 
Fighting was in progress all along 
the line today. 
The German rear 
guard is contesting every step. 
The 
lines have been closed up and their 
resistance is reported much strong­ 
er than at any time since the retreat 
began. 
G erm ans too C onfident 
LONDON, Sept. 14.— Over confi­ 
dence and overwork of their army 
undoubtedly cost the Germans their 
loss of the battle 
of 
the Marne, 
which, it now seems certain, has end­ 
ed the German offensive in France. 
This was emphasized in an offi­ 
cial review of the general opera­ 
tions which was issued by the war 
ofice today. 
The report says that on Septem­ 
ber 4, the Germans were apparently 
confident that they had completely 
defeated the British and that from 
then on would have only the French, 
whom they held in contempt, to reck­ 
on with. 
Consequently General Von 
Kluek began an attempted flanking 
march directly across the 
front of 
the allied lines, clearly intending to 
split the allies in two and then de­ 
feat them at his leisure. 
In 
this 
maneuver he was out generaled, the 
allies being free to attack in force by 
the splendid co-operation of the army 
of the defense of Paris. 
On 
September 7 it is 
apparent 
General Von Kluck realized that he 
was in danger of being completely 
outflanked and either annihilated or 
forced to surrender. Consequently on 
that day the order to retreat w'as 
given and the high tide of the Ger­ 
man invasion of France had been 
reached. 
At that time the entire British 
army and the French 
sixth 
army 
were co-operating and the German 
rear and right flank were in great 
danger and were only saved by a 
precipitate flight. 
General French pays the highest 
tribute to the work of the British 
aviation corps. 
During twenty days of fighting the 
British aviators have made a daily 
average of nine reconnaisance flights 
of more than IOO miles each. When­ 
ever hostile craft have been seen, 
the British have* immediately attack­ 
ed and driven them off. 
Wherever the Germans occupied 
villages on the route of the march, 
the report of General French says it 
was their custom to abuse the in­ 
habitants. 
They 
destroyed furni­ 
ture in the homes they occupied, even 
going to the extent of pulling pie-, 
tares from the walls and demolishing 
them. 
Advices from Antwerp today say 
strong bodies of Russian troops have 
been landed in Belgium and are to- 
co-operate with the Belgians in at­ 
tacking the German lines of com­ 
munication.
